The JOURNAL. 
Unday June the 21th, Major General Lumley, arid Brigadier 
Wood's Regiment of Horſe, and Major General Steward, and 2M 
Brigadier Stanley's Regiments of Foot, came and Encamp'd |

1 5 without the Walls of the Buſs, where our Regiments lay; the 
next Day they march'd thorough the Town, and we joyn'd them 
and Encamp'd at Vayes, half Way between the Buſs and the Graue; 
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ut we had not been 2 hours in our Camp, before we had Orders to 


Arike our Fents, upon an Alarm that 2000 of the Enemies Horſe 


and Pragoons were marching to ſurprize us; we march'd all night, 
and came between 2 and 24 Clock on Fneſday Morning June the 22. 
and encamp'd under the Walls of the. Cave, from thence we marc d 
Saturday the 27th, and joyn'd the Grand Army, which lay en- 
camped near Mimegnen. The Captain General Earl of Aarlborongh's 
Quatters was at Dukexbrough ; we lay here till Saturday July the 
4th. and here the Prince of Heſs with his Troops joyn'd us, and 
then remov'd to Over-Tfel, above 2 Leagues from thence to the 
Hayes Side. Over which we made 2 Bridges of Boats, and on Mon- 
day the 6th; a Party of Pioniers march'd over and begun to throw 
up a "Trench to Genrn the Bridges; and we Forag'd over thoſe 


Bridges within half a League of the French, being diſtant from our 
Camp about 4 Leagues, who was ſtrongly encamp'd betwixt two 


Rivers. After the return of the Foragers, Orders were given to 
take up the Bridges, which was accordingly done. Saturday, Sun- 
day and Monday, being the 11th, 12th, and 13th, violent Rains fell. 
Wedneſday the 15th,. our Bridges being finiſſd, we march'd over the 
Mayes, zuſt by the Grave, and encamp'd 3 Leagues from thence, the 
Head Quarters was at Enden. Thurſday we encamp'd at Newno. 
Friday at Gilthrop, where we lay. Saturday in the Night was a terri- 
ble Storm of Thunder, Lightning and Rain. Phe next Morning 
being Sunday the 19th, we march'd towards the Enemy, and en- 


camp'd the Right = at Hamount, and the left at Axell. The 


Head Quarters was half way between the Buſs and Maſtrich, where 
we were this day joyn'd by the Ergliſb Train of Artillery, 3 Re- 
giments of Dragoons, viz. the Lord Rabyes, and Tiviots, and Bri- 


gadier Roſſes: 2 new Companies of the Earl of Ortneys, one of Howes, 


aud 2 Regiments of Syitze: Monday Morning we attack'd a Strong 
Fort call'd Gravenbrook, in the French Poſſeſſion, and · became Maſters 
of it before Noon. And then we remov'd our Camp on the other 
ide the Fort, more into the Enemy's Country. The Head Quar- 
ters was at St. Hubert Lill; here we were Alarm'd in the Night, 
where our. Spyes giving Notice that the French were marching within 
2 Erglih Miles of our N and that they were ſadly fatigu'd, have- 
ing march'd for 2 days and nights, or General calPd a Councel of 
War, and preſs'd hard to attack the Enemy the next Morning, but 
was over-ruld.. Vedneſday the 22d. we encamp'd at Clinen Ereger. 
dat ur day the 25th we march'd to Peer a Wall'd Town, wedemolith- 


ed it, and filld up the Ditch. Here we ſtaid till Saturday the 1 of 


Aug ut, and then decamp'd, and march'd* to A4verfbeck, which is the 
fame Camp with Hamount Only our Lines were. a little alter'd. 
Monday the 34. in the Morning, a Detachment of our Army march'd 
to Beſiege Nenlae. And allo a Detachment of 1250 Horſe and Dra-

the tit our General had an Expreſs tliat the French were marching. - 


to get between vs and Lieutenant General {:!ly, who Commanded 
tlie Detachment tor Fenloe, and laid not far from onr Camp to co- 
ver my Lord Albemerle's. Marci. Upon this Expreſs our whole Ar- 
my-march'd, and upon its Appearance, the French retir'd, without 
effecting their Deſign. And in the Evening our Camp return'd to 
their former Ground. MWhilſt we lay at this Camp, a ſmall De- 
tachment was ſent and took in a fortify'd Caſtle calPd Vert, with- 
out any great Refiſtance or Loſs on our fide; we alſo demolifh'd 
Gravenſlroch which we took when we lay here before, as I have already 
mention d. Sunday the ↄth in the Morning came up our Pay-Ma- 
ſters and Bread-Waggons from the Buſs, who had been long want- 
ing, which occaſion d Bread to be very Dear in our Camp, the E- 
nemy lying betwixt us and our Gariſons. Zzeſday. 11th, we de- 
camp'd and march'd back again to Zrageil, near to Peer. Wedneſday 
the 12th we march'd to Helterox ; we had not been above an Hour 
encamp'd, but the French appear d about 2 Exgliſßi Miles from us. 
The General gave Orders to draw out the whole Army and formed 
them in a Line of Battle, which accordingly was done. And here 
I muſt obſerve, I never ſaw more Readineſs and fixed Reſolutions in 
the Men, to diſcharge their Duty for their Queen and Country, as 
appear'd that very day. The Enemy by forming their Line of 
Battle, endeavour d to Intercept Lieut. General Tilh, who had Or- 
ders to joyn the Army; but by, the Diligence of our General the: 
joyn'd us, which was no ſmall Diſappointment to the Enemy; and hat 
our Generats Orders been Obſerv'd, we had attack*d* them before 
they kad form'd their Line of Battle, and according to Human 
Reaſon muſt have beat them; but there being a Bogg, as it was faid- 
diſappointed our Advancing. . Orders were given for feveral Bat- 


© teries of Guns, both on the Right and Left, which was accordingly 


done, with all imaginable Diligence, and play'd upon the Enem 
very {ſmartly ; and they with the. ſame Diligence. made a Return, o 
Canonaded each other until the Cloſe of the Evening. I believe 
there were conſiderable Damage done on both Sides, but moſt of 
their s. We layat our Arms all that Night, and the next day con- 
tinu'd in Readineſs, in Expectation ef Engaging every Mimite; 
but both Arnnes lay very ſtill, only ſome Piquering, The next 
Morning being Hiday the Ttiv before day, we were all call'd 
out of our Lents, which we had pitch'd the Night before, in the 
Rear of the Ground we were drawn up, facing the Enemy, with 
Orders to get Ready immediately and March to Attack the Enemy. 
When it was light enough to diſcern Objects, at ſome diſtance, we 
perceiv d the French were marched away, and 2 Drum Deferters

came in to us, and told us their Rear was upon their March by two 
a Clock in the Morning, and their Front march'd at Ten the night 


before. The General ordered 10 Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons | 


to fall in the Rear, who kill'd about 40 and took about 50 Priſoners, 
and return'd to our Camp; we march'd to cur old Ground again. 
Sunday the 16th, ſome Squadrons of the Enemy appear'd in fight of 
our Front Line, on the Left; Upon which we were drawn out to 
the Head of our Line, but in half an Hour return'd to our Pickets ; 


with Orders to be in Readineſs, upon the firſt Motion, and fo con- 


tinued all night, but heard no more of the Enemy. Tuæſday the 18th 
we march'd to 4%; it being a prodigious hot March. Friday the 
21th, a ſultry, hot Day, with violent Thunder, Lightning and Rain 
all night. From this Camp we took in Bray, Maeſick, Places of no 
great Force, but very conſiſtent to be in our Poſſeſſion, for the Se- 
curing our Sutlers, and the furthering our Deſigns. From 4 we 
march'd to Sutendale, Wedneſday September the 2d. where the Head 
Quarters were, and the Left of our Line extended within 2 Engliſh 
Miles of Maeſtrich; the French Army lying near Tonger, 3 Leagues 
and an half from our Camp. Whilſt we lay at this Camp, the De- 
tachment I have beforemention'd, took Venloe, and Ruremont. And 
2 Detachment was ſent from us, and beſieg'd Stevenſwaert, and 
in 12 days took it. Friday the 24 of Ocłober, we march'd to be- 
ſiege Liege; We march'd ſeven Hours that day, and were forc'd all 
to lie at our Arms. The 3d. we made a Regular Encampment ; our 
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General's Quarters was on the Left of our Line. The 4th the Town 


of Liege receivd 6 of our Regiments of Foot, 3 of Engliſh, 3 of 
Dutch, my Lord Cutts being made Governour; and the Army re- 


ceiv'd Orders to Forage, and eur General remov'd his Quarters 


into the upper Part ef the Town. The 5th, 6th and th, we Fo- 
rag d and made 400 Faſchines to each Regiment. The 8th we made 
300 to each Regiment. The gth our Batteries were finiſh'd, and 
begun to play againſt the Cittadel ; the Evening about ſeven a Clock, 
we broke Ground with a Detachment%of all ve Granadiers of the 
Guards in the Armies, and loſt about 50, but no Officers. The loth 
our Batteries of Guns and Morters that was then finith'd play'd 
ſmartly, and with good Succeſs. The Tith our Batteries of Guns 
and Morters, and Howbits; with thoſe Engines that 1s calFd by the 
Name of Cowhorns, . Granadiers, which carriesda Shell of 3 Pound, 
of them were mounted 150. All which being finithed we fired in- 
. Firſt a Battery of 18 pieces of Cannon of 24 Pounders; 
then a Battery of Morters, then a Battery of 12 pieces of Cannon 
of 24. Pounders, then a Battery of Howbits, then a Battery of 12 
pieces of Cannon of 24 pounders ; then a Battery of Morters, then 


a Battery of Howbits ; with all the other ſmall Batteries, which 
fred all in Vollies, and with great Succeſs. We ſprung ſeveral of 


the Enemies Mines, I being an Eye-witneſs, We alſo this Day

mark d cht our Ground for a Line of Battle, in caſe the Enemy 
mould advance to raiſe the Siege. The 12th we attack 'd the Citta- 
del with ſuch Conduct, Reſolution and Bravery, that in half an 
Hour we took it with Sword in Hand, and made them all Priſon- 
ers at Diſcretion ; we loſt about 60 Men and ſome Officers, and the 
Plunder was given to the Soldiers, which was very Conſiderable. 
The 13th ſeveral Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons were ſent aver 
the Mayes, in order to Inveſt the Shortruous Fort. The 14th a Body 
of Foot march'd on the other ſide of the Mayes, and joyn d the 
Horſe and Dragoons, the Enemy firing their Cannon hotly on our 
Paſſing, but with ſinall Succeſs. At night we made our Approach 
within 400 Yards of the Palliſadoes, they firing their Great and 
Small Shot ſmartly upon us; but with {mall Succeſs, we having 
hollow Ways that in a great meaſure cover'd our Foot. The 15th 
part of our Cannon and Morters were ſent over the Mayes, and Fa- 
{chines were carry'd to make our Batteries. The 16th our Cannon 
end Morters were paſſing the Mayes, and Ceders were given for 
making 150 Faſchines to each Squadron of Horſe in the Army, 
which accordingly were done, and carry'd to the Batteries. The 
17th moſt of our Cannon and Morters, Bombs, and other Neceſſa- 

tries were ſent over the Mayes, and Orders were given to compleat 
1 one Batteries, with ail pollible Diligence: Our Loſs ſuſtain d in 


| 2? the Trenches, and in making of our Batteries againſt the Shortruous 
Fort, was one Officer kill'd, and one wounded; about 40 Foot 
=_ wounded. and ſome kill'd ; ſeveral of the Grand Guard of Horſe 


were wounded: and ſome of their Horſes kill'd; as alſo a Quarter- 
Maſter's Horſe was kill'd, and he eſcap'd narrowly. The 18th be- 

ing Sunday, our Batteries of Morters ak by 10 in the Morning 
to play, and in half an Hour the Cloyſter, call d the Shortruous, was 

ſet on fire, and burnt to the Ground; which was a great pity, it 

7 being a Noble and fine Structure. We play'd them hotly with two 

7 Batteries of Bombs and Howhbits, conſiſting of 32 in Meow and 
> one Battery of -16 pieces of Cannon of 24. Pounders, which forc'd 

I them to Capitulate, about 2 in the Afternoon, *at which time Ho- 

5 ſtages were interchang d. The 19th it was Agreed by the Capitu- 

3 lation, That the Enemy ſhould march out, the zoth with 2 pieces 

F of Cannon, Drums beating, Colours flying, and to be ſafe Conducted 

: to the Gariſon of Antwerp. The 20th the French march'd out ac- 
cordingly, and our Forces took Poffeſſion of the Fort, as ſoon as 
the Enemy were march'd out. All that remain'd of one Batallion, both 
Officers and Colours, deſerted the French. There were 4 Regiments 
of Foot in the Fort, and *tis verily believ'd that half of em de- * 
ſerted, before they march d out of our Camp. The 21th we drew 
off our Batteries of Cannon and Morters, in order to imbarque em 

for Maſtrich. The 22th a Grand Councel of War was held, in

order to beſiege Bon; but the Seaſon of the Year not being favoura- 
ble, Orders were given to decamp. The 23th the Army broke up, 
and march torards their Gariſons, moſt of the Enghſb encamp'd 
at Harden, Ihe 24th the Engliſh Commanded by the Earl of Rivers, 
Lient. General of Horſe, who were ordered to their Garifons in 
Holland, encamped at Suttendale. The 25th we encamp'd at A.- 
colm, where we had a Tempeſtuous Snowy night. The 26th we 
encamp'd at Falconſwart, at which place we receiv'd the diſmal News 
of my Lord Marlborough, the Heer Van Geldermaſon, one of the 
State's Deputy, and Lieut. General ()dam, being taken on the Maes, 
betwixt the Garve and Venloe, by a Partizan Party, The 27th came 
the happy welcome News of our General and the aboveſaid Gentle- 
men's being deliver'd out of the Enemy's hand, at which the whole 
Army that was there gave 3 Huſſa's, both Officers and Soldiers, 
throwing up their Caps, and made themſelves Merry that Night, by 
drinking the General's Health. The 28th all the Enghſb Troops under 
the Command of the Lord Rivers, divided here, and march'd to. their 
reſpective Gariſons, and we march'd to Buxell, The 29th we march'd 
into our Gariſon at the Buſs, being appointed for our Winter 
Quarters. I cannot emit mentioning the Length of our Bridge of 
Boats laid over the Maes, by Liege; which I was ſo curious as to 
pace, which was One hundred and ninety Paces long.
